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Disaster Rides South Blizzard 


With Mounting Toll of Death 


EIGHT KILLED BY 
AIRPLANE CRASH 


IN HEAVY STORM

Death, riding a southern tornado, on the Atlantic coast 
blizzard and an ill-fated passenger air liner, had numbered 
37 victims in the United States today. In the deep south, 
authorities rushed food, clothing and medical aid to com- 
munities in three states where tornadoes ripped and tore 
Sunday. Fourteen were known to be dead in Alabama, eight 
in Mississippi, and two in Georgia. Many were injured as 


the storms wrecked homes.

A two-day search for a missing 
air liner ended Sunday night when 
its five passengers and crew of three 
were found dead near a snowbound 
canyon not far from Salt Lake City. 
The giant craft smashed to earth in 
a blinding blizzard Friday. 

Included in the dead was the pilot, 
a Canadian. He was Lloyd Ander- 
son, 32, now making his home at 
Cheyenne, Wyo, His Canadian ad- 
dress was unknown here. 

The other dead: Miss Mary Carter, 
Omaha stewardess; Eric G, Daniel- 
son, Cheyenne, co-pilot; J. J. Sterl- 
ing, mayor of Benton Harbor, Mich.;

Missing since last Friday the

A rescue party of company of- 
ficials which reached the scene 
through deep snow found the 
mangled bodies of the two pilots 
and five passengers thrust into the 
forward end of the plane and im- 
prisoned by wreckage. Only the 
body of the stewardess, Miss Carter, 
was intact.

Ice Packs Break Away 
Carrying Live Cargoes 
Out to Sea 


MOSCOW, Feb. 26. — Facing 
death from drowning or exposure, 
545 fishermen and 330 horses were 
drifting helplessly on two separate 
ice floes in the Caspian Sea today, 
while an aeroplane from Moscow 
sped to their assistance... 

A sudden rise in temperature 
Sunday caught 400 men and 190 
horses in the vicinity of Dolgy Is- 
land and 145 men and 140 horses 
near Kulali Island on ice packs) 
which rapidly were swept out to 
the open sea. 

Their plight was described as ex- 
tremely perilous, because of a lack 
of food supplies and the fact the ice 
upon which they were marooned 
was soft. 

The rescue plane with food and 
medicines was due today in Astra- 
khan, on the Caspian Sea. 

Meanwhile, a government rescue 
commission was continuing efforts 
to find a way of saving 101 persons 
—including two little children and 
a number of women—who took re- 
fuge on a Bering Straits ice floe 
after their ship, the Cheliuskin, 
sank February 13.

The U.S.S.R. is convinced that 
Japan intends to start an offen- 
sive against the Soviet some time 
in 1934—many Russians believe it 
will commence in May—and Soviet 
Russia does not intend to be caught 
unprepared. 

That's why the trains are rolling 
across the Transsiberian Railway 
—full cars rolling east to Vladi- 
vostock, Chita and Khabarovsk; 


empties rolling back to Moscow for | 


equipment and men, 

Several hundred thousand Rus- 
cian troops are concentrated in the 
vast area from Chita along the 
Manchurian border to Vladivostok 


Russia is sending her airplanes, 
hundreds of them, out here. The 
second five-year plan calls for 


Siberia to become self-sustaining 
in munitions and food supplies, and 
provides for new Siberian railways. 
The salaries of the men in the Red 
Army have been raised. 


All of this in preparation. For 
what? Well, “not for nothing.” It's 
preparation for war, The Russian 
Bear—the Bear that walked like 
a man in 1914—is getting ready to 
talk and act like a man today. In 
fact, the Russia of the Soviet is a 
totally different bear, 


Japan has troops in Manchukuo, 
the independent puppet state that 
was carved out of China. Japan has 
well-trained generals commanding 
the Kwangtung army, well-disci- 
plined and well-equipped troops to 
serve them, and a Manchukuo army 
for the government at Changchun 
where Henry Pu-Yi will shortly be 
enthroned as emperor. 

Furthermore, Japan has obliga- 
tions under her treaty with Man- 
chukuo to protect the new :tate’s 
sovereignty and terrotory by mili- 
tary aid if necessary. And Japan 
is dickering with Moscow—albeit 
Japan is acting for Changchun— 
for the purchase of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway, part-owned by 
Russia.

BERLIN, Feb. 26. —- The battle 
royal between Catholicism and 
Nazi-ism, in which the issue will 
be German youth, was regarded as 
inevitable last night in German 
Catholic circles, 

Pope Pius XI, they said, has ac- 
cepted the challenge of Chancellor 
Hitler and will decline firmly to re- 
lease the church hold upon Catholic 
young people. 

Hitler's negotiator with the Vati- 
can, Dr. Rudolf Buttmann, has re- 
turned from Vatican City without 
coming to an agreement with His 
Holiness, and a _ two-hour confer- 
ence between the chancellor and 


Cardinal Karl Joseph Schulte of 
Cologne also failed to clear the at- 
mosphere. 

WILL FIGHT PAGANISM 

Indicative of the people's concern 
over the religious situation in Ger- 
many are the Pontiff's placing of 
the book, “The Myth of the 20th 
Century"—by Dr. Alfred Rosenberg, 
the philosophic dictator of the new 
Germany—on the index of banned 
books, and his instructions to Ger- 
man priests to cease attacking prot- 
estantism in order to conserve all 
their strength for fighting pagan- 
ism. 

DISBANDED YOUTH 

Dr. Rosenberg is a leader of a 
new Germanic cult movement 
which seeks the recognition of a 
“German” religion, of the same sta- 
tus as Catholicism and Protestant- 
ism. 

Recently youth organizations, in- 
cluding the boy scouts and religious 
groups, were ordered disbanded and 
incorporated into the non-religious 
“Hitler youth” under the supervi- 
sion of the Nazi leader Baldur 
von Schirach.

LONDON, Feb. 26.—Determined 
but peaceably, 2,000 unemployed

Most of them know what it means 
to be one of a half dozen human 
beings in a million square miles of 
wilderness. All of them have seen 
service in far-away places, thou- 
sands of miles from civilization and 
a year’s journey away from head- 
quarters. 


THREE-YEAR SILENCE 

Recently a three-year silence of 
the Arctic was broken when the 
headquarters established wireless 
contact with a far-northern patrol 
at Bache peninsula, 700 miles from 
the North Pole. Three of the moun- 
ties sent this laconic message back | 
to headquarters: 

“All is well.” 

The natural question frequently 
is asked: What is there for these | 
men to do in the polar regions? Of 
what use can they be there to the 
Canadian government? 

Under provision of international 
faw a country which claims a new 
territory must establish occupancy 
of it. The Royal Mounted have un- 
dertaken as their latest task the 
enforcement of their country’s jur- 
isdiction in the lands north of the 
Arctie circle 

Over these enormous tracts of 
waste members of the mounted po- 
lice outposts have complete control, 
exercising a wide range of func- 
tions, 


ALL CONSTABLES 

Except in the commissioned 
ranks, every member of the force 
is a constable. But he also may be 
a inagistrale, sheriff, justice of the} 
peace, and coroner, and immigra- 
tion, customs or revenue officer. 
Sometimes he even assumes the 
duties of legal and financial ad- 
viser. | 

The mounties keep vital statistics 
on Eskimos, animal and bird life, 
they furnish meteorological data, 
map new sections of their territory 
and report on anything they think 
may be of interest to their govern- 
ment, 

But it must not be supposed that 
these men, often living many hun- 
dreds of miles from civilization, 
lack all the comforts of life. Ex- 
cept when they travel they do not 
live in igloos, They establish their 


headquarters in comfortable houses. 

The usual house of a mountie 
contains an office, living and sleep- 
ing rooms, heated by stoves. The 
lumber, with necessary specifica- 
tions is sent out by government 
steamer to the nearest coast. The 
men themselves, trained to the task, 
put up the house.

Congressman Hints 
mail Pilots Sent Out in 
Improper Planes 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Repre- 
sentative Clarence McLeod, Michi- 
gan Republican, said last night he 
would ask a congressional investi- 
gation of the army air corps as a 
result of series of fatal mishaps 
that have overtaken army aviators 
flying the United States mail. 

His resolution provides 
special inquiry committee 
members, to ascertain the condition 
of planes and equipment as well as 
the training facilities of the army. 

“If charges are true that army 
pilots are compelled to transport 
air mail in out-of-date, improperly 
equipped planes,” McLeod said, 
“the continuance of a policy which 
has cost the lives of six officers 
within the first eight days of air 
mail flying by the army would 
constitute nothing short of legal 
murder,” 

The senate mail investigators, 
whose inquiry resulted in the post 
office department's concellatien of 
the private contracts, will delve 
further today into the affairs of the 
constituent companies of Transcon- 
tinental and Western Air Express, 
which was awarded a mail contract 
for the middle transcontinental 
route during the administration of 
Walter F, Brown as _ postmaster 
general. 

Brown, on the stand almost con- 
tinuously last week, has been ex- 
cused until Tuesday.

WASHINGTON WANTS TO 
TRADE 

The State department at Washington has 
issued a statement expressing a hope that a 
reciprocal trade arrangement may be negotiated 
between the United States and Canada. 

It is unfortunate that this invitation was not 
made public before Premier Bennett had talked 
reciprocity off the agenda of parliament for the 
present session, 

Talking against the clock, the Premier ended 
discussion of the subject, and sent the Duff 
resolution and his own amendment to the bot- 
tom of the order paper. There they will remain 
until parliament prorogues, unless the Govern- 
ment choose to resurrect them. The tenor of 
the Premier's speech leaves little hope that the 
Government will do anything of the kind. 

It would be interesting to know whether this 
invitation from Washington was received be- 
fore the Premier thus ruled reciprocity out of 
discussion the session, Parliament should 
find that out, for two reasons. First, because a 
revival of external trade is the only thing that 
can put life into dead business in Canada. And 
because if the Premier vetoed the subject with 
this invitation in hand he offered an affront to 
the Government of the United States. 


THE SAME OLD STORY 

New York tempers the news that its ther- 
mometers have been ranging away bclow zero, 
by saying such weather was never known there 
before, Ottawa admits 37 below, but explains 
this is altogether exceptional, in fact a new all 
time record. From other eastern centres come 
similar apologies for the minus signs standing 
in front of the recent recordings at the local 
meteorological stations. 

All this has a familiar ring to western ears. 
Explanatory comments on sub-zero registra- 
tions are not unknown even in this section of 
the Dominion, where hardiness is our boast and 
truthfulness our watchword. Albeit, we recall 
times when our eastern friends have treated 
our modifying observations with scorn, have 
suggested unkindly that figures cannot lie and 
that the thermometer meant just what it said. 

If western readers seem to somewhat dis- 
count the claims of easterners that below zero 
temperature is a shocking and unprecedented 
variation from the usual semi-tropical weather 
which prevails there in February, they are 
not without provocation. One of these days we 
may confidently expect the Toronto Telegram 
to remark that while the mercury has dis- 
appeared in the bulb the indicated chillness in 
the atmosphere is “the kind of cold you don't 
feel.”

STATE SERFDOM ? 

Mr. Wallace, secretary of agriculture, told 
the Fo Policy Association of the United 
States possible courses confront that 
country. 

If it insisted on a policy of economic nation- 
alism the nation must be prepared for 
“fundamental planning and regimentation of 
agriculture and industry far beyond that which 
anyone has yet suggested.” There would have 
to be “compulsory control of marketing, 
licensing of plowed land, quotas for every 
farmer,” and the “shifting of millions of people 
from the farms of the south.” 

The second alternative was to adopt a policy 
to regain international trade, cut down the 
tariff, accept $1,000,000,000 a year more in 
foreign goods, and reorganize protected indus- 
tries from a monopolistic basis to a basis of 
competition. 

The third possible course was a “half way” 
compromise of these two. 

Canada—and every other country—faces 
the same alternatives. Here, too, we must 
resume trade with other countries or submit to 
“regimentation” and regulation of occupations 
and earnings beyond the disciplinary regime 
that was known in pre-war Germany. The 
curtailment of wheat production is the first step 
in that direction, 

The peoples of Canada, the United States 
and the other Allied countries fought the great 
war to prevent themselves falling into political 
serfdom to a foreign government. Did they do 
that only to fall into economic serfdom to their 
own politicians?

CHEAP MONEY FOR CANADA

he says, or admits, that cheap money is essential 
if Canada is to pull itself out of depression and 
get back to normal times, Everybody under- 
stands that, except the political and financial 
powers which could make money cheap if they 
wanted to, 
Unfortunately, Sir

ciently stress the point, nor explain how cheap 
money is to be obtained, a task which his abil- 
ities and experience fit him to undertake. Not 
much good is done by telling the public they 
need cheap money without telling them how to 
get it. If Sir Henry dealt with that subject he 
would do infinitely more for “sound public 
finance” than can be done by firing officials and 
cutting the pay of those who remain. 

Money will never be cheap in Canada while 
our national Government continues to borrow 
money and pay 5 per cent interest to private 
parties for the use of it’s own credit. While the 
Government pays that rate it sets 5 per cent as 
the minimum, possible only on loans backed by 
the entire resources of the nation. Provincial 
governments, municipal councils and business- 
men must pay more, for the reason that their 
security cannot possibly be as good as that of 
the Dominion. 

Parliament can make money cheap, and 
available in any desirable quantity, before the 
end of the present session. H can do that by 
ordering the Government to re-finance its 
bonds at a lower rate of interest. It could do 
it still more effectively by telling the Govern- 
ment to start calling in its bonds and paying 
them off in new money, guaranteed as to sound- 
ness by a sinking fund. That would end the 
money famine, free business and governments 
from the need of having to pay excess rates, 
reduce taxation, and break the grip of the 
depression.

A couple of days ago, discussing the recent 
Kansas meteor, I mentioned the fact that de- 
spite daily bombardment by millions of meteor- 
ites, no human being had ever been struck by 
one, The assertion came near to being falsified.

She had been a poor woman earlier in life 
After her first husband, Smith, died, she be- 
came wealthy from the earnings of the Calumet 


and Hecla mining properties that he had 
helped to stake. On her travels she met the 
fascinating young Mr. Scollard. They married 


and went on a tour of the South American 
cities. 
Mrs. Smith-Scollard noticed that wherever 


they travelled a good-looking young woman 
travelled too—same boats and trains, regis- 
ered at the same hotels. Her husband naturally 
became acquainted with the young lady trav- 
eller whose itinerary wes always the same as 
theirs. Later on she discovered that the young 
woman was Scollard’s former wife, whom he 
was thoughtfully taking with him on his honey- 
moon tour. Mrs. Smith-Scollard reckoned that 
her young husband got away with $800,000 
before he left, including $150,000 in cash she 
kept for safekeeping in a trunk at her home in 
Bellingham.

the remainder of her fortune.

Major C. H. Douglas, originator of the Social 
Credit plan of economic reform is to arrive in 
Vancouver next month on his return from New 
Zealand, where sixteen members of the Dom- 
inion Parliament are committed to the Douglas 
policy. He will address meetings in western 
Canada. 

Money, according to Major Douglas, was 
never intended to function as a commodity or 
to get into the hands of a few banking and fin- 
ancial monopolists. Instead, he says, it was in- 
tended to function as a ticket or an order sys- 
tem for the transfer of goods from producers 
to consumers and should not fluctuate in use- 
value any more than railway tickets do. Says 
he: 

A railway ticket will always provide you 
with transportation between two places; from 
a physical transportation standpoint it can 
never do anything else. Money should be sim- 
ilar. It should be used merely as a ticket for 
transporting goods from producer to consum- 
er, Until the world realises this undeniable 
truth, and recognises that all our difficulties 
have their origin in a shortage of purchasing 
power, all the efforts that are put forward 
will be futile, 

Speaking at a meeting at Auckland, New 
Zealand, Douglas gave Roosevelt credit for 
great courage and sincerity but predicts failure 
of the Roosevelt policies in the end, saying that 
consumption cannot be stimulated by further 
production, but only by providing consumers 
with purchasing power. Without that, he as- 
serted, no amount of propaganda or juggling 
with the gold content of the dollar can prove 
other than chimerical. 

Douglas will find interested audiences in 
Western Canada, which has suffered more than 
Australia and New Zealand. .

Whooping Cough 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Whooping cough, one of the more serious in- 
fectious diseases of childhood is generally con- 
veyed by direct contact from one child to an- 
other, In itself, whooping cough is not a fatal 
disease, but since the wrong treatment may en- 
courage the development of serious complica- 
tions, it is adviasble to begin the right treat- 
ment as soon as possible, 

Any persistent cough in a 
child, even without the char- 
acteristic whoop, should 
arouse suspicion and the child 
should be kept away from 
others. 

After the child has been 
exposed, there is generally an 
incubation period during 
which the child may seem to 
develop the symptoms of a 
cold such as a discharge of 
mucus, slight fever and cough.

After the first week, the cough does not dis- 
appear as with the average cold, but becomes 
more conclusive. 

The first whoop marks the beginning of the 


convulsive stage, and consists of a_ series of 
expiratory coughs with no intake of air, which 
may cause the child to turn blue in the face. 
The air is then suddenly drawn in, producing 
the characteristic “whooping” sound which may 
be heard for some distance. These coughing 
spells usually follow each other until a quantity 
of tenacious mucus is ejected, after which vom- 
iting may take place, followed by a perjod of 
comparatice relief until the next spasm of 
coughing starts. The number of these per day 
varies from four to twenty-four and they are 
more frequent at night. 

When the child first begins to sneeze and 
cough, he is to be put to bed. The best plan is 
to take away all food with the possible excep- 
tion of a small amount of orange or grapefruit 
juice. Or, the child may relish the canned un- 
sweetened pineapple juice, Give from four to 
six ounces of the juice every two hours. 

In some cases there.is a great deal of vom- 
iting, and the fruit juice may not be retained. It 
is then advisable to use the plain water fast, 
giving the child water as often as he desires it. 
In some cases the water may be flavored with 
the addition of a small amount of orange juice. 
In giving the child water to drink, it is import- 
ant that you supply it in abundance and it is 
often helpful to place the water in a covered 
vessel close to the bed, so that it is easier to 
secure it at frequent intervals. 

Keep the child warm and each day give one 
small enema. If you have already learned how 
to do this, your knowledge will be helpful. In 
addition to the enema, also give two or more 
warm sponge baths each day. 

When the cough has already started, it can 
not be stopped within a day or two and the 
patient should continue to fast on water or 
orange juice for at least five days. Then place 
him on a restricted diet. Such a diet would 
provide plenty of cooked non-starchy veget- 
ables. In addition, the child is to use a small 
amount of meat, and one dish of cooked dried 
fruit, but is to avoid starches and sugars. 

-At the time that the child begins to use the 
restricted diet, after he has begun to feel some- 
what better, he should have daily treatment 
over the chest with a high-powered therapeutic 
light, also called the deep-therapy lamp, if such 
treatments can possibly be secured. The doctor 
who gives the treatments will advise you 
whether the child is well enough to go to his 
office for them, or whether it is advisable to 
give them at home with one of the smaller 
deep-therapy lamps which will give off enough 


heat to “bake” the chest. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. R. E. M. of Niagara Falls, 
N.Y., writes: “I would like to receive some in- 
formation regarding a skin disease called ‘der- 
matitis herpetiformis’ or ‘Duhring’s disease.’ 
The skin specialist whom I consulted said that 
this disorder would come and go, but mine has 
been constant for the past four years, Any ex- 
ternal applications only seem to irritate it fur- 
ther.” 

ANSWER: Dermatitis herpetiformis or Duh- 
ring’s disease is a skin inflammation, While this 
is a chronic disorder, there is, nevertheless, a 
strong tendency for the skin inflammation to 
seem to clear up at one time and then to grow 
worse at a later period. Several different forms 
may occur, but the most common one is that in 
which clusters of blisters are seen. As a gencral 
rule, the patient secures relief as soon as the 
blisters break. The most annoying part of the 
disorder is the intense itching. Some of the 
possible causes are overwork, worry and un 
due fatigue, although the main cause is a sys- 
tematic toxemia of the body. The disease is 
most common in men between the ages of thirty 
and sixty. This skin disorder must be considered 
as a chronic affliction; however, as your skin 
specialist told you, it very frequently gets better 
from time to time. I suggest that you follow 
the fasting and dieting instructions which I am 
sending you and that, if you can secure local 
treatments given with the ultra-violet light, you 
have these as they are very often of value in 
treating this type of skin disorder. Inasmuch as 
Duhring’s disease is a chronic disorder, I 
strongly suggest that you place yourself under 
the care of a doctor who can see your case from 
time to time.

BISHOPS DENOUNCED DRESS 
On this date, in 1682, Bishop 
Laval issued the first decree de- 
nouncing women's dress, All his 
successors have followed his ex- 
ample, with, it must be said a 
minimum of results, so far as 
“high society” has been con- 


cerned. Through all the succeed- 
ing generations the “immodesty” 
of the fashion of the day has pro- 
voked episcopal denunciation, fol- 
lowing the sentiment of and 
sometimes the exact words, used 
by the great Laval, who in his 
mandatement of 1682 condemned 
those who “appear in places con- 
secrated to prayer and penitence 
with indecent apparel, exposing 
the scandalous nudity of arms, 
shoulders and necks, contenting 
themselves with covering them 
with transparent muslin, which 
serves only to give greater lustre 
to these shameful nudities, with 
uncovered head or if not uncov- 
ered with transparent covering, 
and with the hair frizzled in a 
manner unworthy of a Christian 
woman.” Laval went so far as 
to instruct his clergy to refuse the 
sacrament to women who were 
not decently garbed. 

Saint Vallier, the sacred bishop 
was even firmer than Laval for 
he appealed to the governor and 
his lady to set a good example 
and “combat” the immodosties 
and pomp of women’s c‘otnes,” He 
also condemned “the extraord-

Bishop 
de Pontbriand took simiiar action 
He strove to stop mixed dancing, 
but finding that impossible, he 
ordered that there should be no 
dancing on Sundays and feast 
days or after sundown on other 
days: but “there must never be 
any embracing “nor the singing of 
vulgar songs nor the drinking of 
liquor at dances.” 

Yet such is human frailty that 
all these things continued despite 
all the efforts of the churches to 
end them. Churches of the Puri- 
tans of our early Canadian life 


were as severe in their social 
regulation as were their fore- 
bearers of Massachussetts, and 


agreed with the Roman Catholic 
bishops in denouncing immodest 
dress and dancing, the only things 
they did agree upon.

“Derelict” one-act play presented by the University of 
Alberta Dramatic Club, Edmonton, and written by Mr. E. J. | 
Thorlakson of Calgary was awarded first place over seven! 
other entries in the Alberta Dramatic Festival by Mr. Rupert 
Harvey of London, England, adjudicator, following the Sat- 
urday evening performance in the Grand Theatre, Calgary. 
To say that the tense and stark portrayal of today’s depres- 
sion as it affects a cultured and sensitive mind was the most 
realistic and inspired piece of amateur dramatic work that 
has come out of this province would not, one feels, over- 
estimate the general impression of the audience that crowded 


the Grand Theatre. 


TWO CITIES SHARE HONORS 
Calgary and Edmonton, rivals in

Who Are You? 


Blair 


The first mention we find of this 
name on the pages of history was 
in the remote year of 83 A.D., when 
Agricola, the Roman warrior, de- 
feated the tribes of Caledonia on the 
“hill of Blar” in Perthshire, Scot- 
land. The name originally signified 


a ‘clear field,’ particularly a battle- 
field 

The surname Blair is one of great 
antiquity. The Blairs of Ayrshire 
and the Blairs of Balthyrock, Scot- 
land, lond disputed the honor of 
chieftainship, but both families be- 
came renowned in Scottish history, 
Descendants of Blairs scattered into 
many parts of Scotland and spread 
into England and other countries, 
| The Blairs of Balthyrock were orig- 
inally seated in Perthshire, Forfar- 
shire, and the North, while other 
branches were established in Ayr, 
| Wigton and Renfrew. Although 
| their coat armour differed, there is 
strong evidence that all were de- 
scended from the same parent stem. 
The first recorded ancestor of the 
| Ayrshire Blairs was William de 
Blair, whose name is recorded un- 
der date of 1205. The ancestor of 
the Perthshire branch was Alex- 
ander de Blair, of the reigns of 
William the Lion and his sq@p. 

Tradition in the Blair 
holds that the arms here shown 
were granted by King Malcolm toa

sions than by her children. In- 
deed, almost all of us are guilty 
at least part of the time, even in 
our more modest homes. 

We buy tables and chairs that 
mean too much to us, not that we 
haven't a right to nice things, for 
after all it is our castle as well as 
the children’s, but we develop a 
certain protective policy about them 
that transcends our sense of fair- 
ness toward the younger ones. 

Certain rooms are worshipped or 
special articles enshrined, And we 
expect the children to develop the 
eyes and feelings of a sycophant 
and adore with us. 

They won't because they can’t 
Moreover they are impulsive, ac- 
tive, and prone to accidents. It is 
all right to teach children to ad- 
mire beauty and to learn care and 
order, but it takes time, They will 
usually try to avoid hurting things 
because “we” like them, but their 
own sense of appreciation and 
therefore their cherishing will be 
largely lacking. 

As a result we put an embargo 
on certain rooms and places and 
pieces. “Don't touch” becomes our 
war cry on every occasion. The 
house stays just a house and not a 
home. If we go still further and 
do this with a child's own room we 
will find him courting the street 
corner or the homes of his friends. 


THE CHILD'S ROOM 


How may a child's room become 
a place to stay out of rather than 
to play in? How can we possibly 
be driving him away? By the sim- 
ple expedient of making it a part 
of our color scheme instead of his 
life. Too good to use—too perfect 
to be mussed up. 

By all means make any child's 
room attractive, but attractive ac- 
cording to his standards rather than 
our own. A place, it should be, for 
all his possessions, and let us not 
shudder over them too much. A 
place to bring his friends to, rather 
than for our Mrs. Smith or our Mrs 
Jones to rave about, His room, Not 
our room.

Both do 
damage. The child who lives in a 
real home is fortunate.

FIX AUTHORITY | 
POLICE WORK 
IN PROVINCE 


Amending Bill to Vest Offi- 
cer in Comamnd R.C. 
M.P. With Control 


By terms of an amendment bil’ 
to the Provincial Police Act, the of- 
ficer in command for the time be- 
ing of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police is vested with control of 


police work in Alberta, The en- 
abling legislation has been intro- 
duced into the house by Hon. J. F. 
Lymburn, K.C., attorney general. 

Heretofore the legislation has 
read the officer in command was 
“the commissioner or an assistant 
commissioner of the R.C.M.P.” The 
change is made to insure that the 
officer carrying on as commander 
of the R.C.M.P.—should the assist- 
ant commissioner be away or 
should the senior officer in the 
province be neither commissioner 
nor assistant commissioner, will be 
vested with the necessary authority. 


AMEND DRAINAGE ACT 

Premier J. E, Brownlee has in- 
troduced. into the house a bill to 
amend the Drainage Districts Act, 
the amendment having the effect of 
excluding claims of the crown in 
the right of the province from the 
encumbrances which remain against 
the title to the land vested in a 
board of trustees as a result of rate 
enforcement proceedings. 

The Premier also has introduced 
a bill into the legislature to amend 
the Irrigation Districts Act, which 
contains the same provisions as the 
amending bill to the Drainage Dis- 
tricts Act. 

Still another bill introduced by 
the Premier is that respecting pen- 
alties for non-payment of certain 
irrigation rates and drainage rates. 

This provides for the cancellation 
in whole or in part of penalties 
added to irrigation or drainage rates 
in arrears as at Jan. 1, 1934, upon 
payment in 1934 of five per cent of 
the arrears and for the allowance 
of a discount on the 1934 rates of 
five per cent if paid on or before 
Nov. 1 and of two and one-half per 
cent if paid thereafter and before 
Dec. 15, 1934. 

Hon. Mr. Lymburn has introduc- 
ed a bill respecting the duties upon 
property passing and upon persons 
to whom property passes off death 
REVISED FORM 

This bill is a re-enactment of the 


substance of the provisions of the 
Succession Duties Act, 1932 in a 


revised form with modifications 
which are degmed necessary in 
view of the constitutional limita- 


tions on the taxing powers of the 
province
